Lor’ Carson of Duncairn, one of the most 
aut lawyers of his day and a dramatic 
gure in Irish politics as an antagonist of the 
Home Rule movement, died yesterday at the 
ge ol . 
Aithough he was born in Dublin, and re- 
presented Dublin University in the House ot 
mmons tor Many years, Le forsook the 
Province oí Leiaster for that of Ulster, and 
vas one of the staunchest loyalists who fought 
igainst the Home Rule Act. When the bil} 
vas passing through the Imperial Parliament 
| 1912 and 1913 he declared in one of his most 
thing speeches that Home Rule would be 
esistei by force in Ulster. Not only did he 
» his invective against the Home Rulers. 
it on his frequent visits to the North of Tre- 
and openly organised the Ulster Volunteers, 
vhich were said to be over £0,000 strong. 
Gun-running took place at several points along 
he North-East coast, and nearly half a 
irson s “army,” which he reviewed on several 
occasions, were equipped with rifles and am- 
munition.

Rebel Carson ”"—and when he attended the 
anveiling of a statue of himself in the grounds 
of the Northern Ireland Parliament Buildings 
at Stormont last year, Lord Carson referred 
to the Ulster Volunteers, remarking, “TI ad- 
mit we were rebels. We were rebels to those 
who were rebels to the King.” 

Che welcome he received «<n that occasion, 
after he had virtually disappeared from Irish 
politics for several years, was a remarkable 
lemonstration of the affection of the people

a Galway man, Mr. Edward Henry

daughter of Captain Lambert, of Castle Ellen, 
County Galway. His school days were spent 
in Portarlington, from where he entered 
lrinity College, Dublin. In the University 
e encountered a group of exceptionally 
brilliant men, many of whom were afterwards 
its colleagues at the Bar. In’ 1876 he 
graduated in jaw, and in the following year

Bill -in 1886, Edward Carson was ap- 
inted Solicitor-General for Ireland, although 

s had no seat in the House of Commons, 
nd remained without a seat for six years 
fterwards. From 1887 he was in close as- 
sociation with. the late Earl Balfour, who 
ad succeeded Sir Michael Hicks-Beach as 

hief Secretary for Ireland in ‘that year, and 

e became the right-hand man of the new 
Chief Secretary. 

The suppression of the National - League 
n the early autumn of 1887 Jed to the '' Plan 
of Campaign” agitation, and in the long series 
of prosecutions which followed Carson played 
a decisive part; earning yet another nick- 
name :" Coercion Carson.” From the famous 
Mitchelstown trials he was recalled to appeaf In 
the case against T. D. Sullivan and William 
O'Brien in Dublin, on an occasion which was 
made memorable by the parade of Dublin’s civie 
emblems in the Police Courts. Quite apart 
from his work as Solicitor-General, Edward 
Carson’s general practice at the Four Courts 
had become very extensive and remunerative, 
so that it was no surprise when he was called 
to the Inner Bar. and elected a Bencher of 
the King’s Inns, in 1889. 


MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT. 


At the General Election of 1892 the Solicitor- 
General, who had been a Master of Arts 
of Dublin University since 1889, was 
nominated as one of the representatives of 
Mnblin University in the House of Commons. 
popular in ‘Trinity College, with 
which he had never completely lost touch, 
the new . candidate was received with en- 
thusiasm. and was duly elected as junior to 
Lord Rathmore. In his speech of thanks on 
the declaration of the poll, Carson pledged 
himself to support the interests of the 
University at all times, and to oppose Home 
Rule with all his strength. A month later 
ford Salisbury 8 Government was defeated, 
nd he ceased, but only for a time, to be a 
aw Officer of the Crown. 
The junior member for á 
Dublin took his seat in the House of Commons 
t the opening of the session in 1893, and on 
February 3rd made his maiden speech in an 
debate. The speech was regarded as 
such a brilliant effort that it brought him at 
nee inte the front rank of Parliamentary

1893. when Mr. Justice Wills, who presided, 
velcomed him as “one of the most distin- 
cuished members of the Irish Bar, which was 
second to none for its learning, its courage, 


and its eloquence.”

Meanwhile he had achieved a surprisi 
success in the Law Courts. In 1894 bs deck 
silk, having been a “junior” at the English 
Bar for but one year, and: thenceforward he 
figured in mand of the outstanding trials. In 
1898, when he led a revolt against Mr. Gerald 
Balfour's Irish Local Government Bill, it was 
believed that in taking this independent line 
Carson had sacrificed all. chance of itical 
advancement, but that was completely falsi- 
fied in 1900, when he was appointed Solicitor. 
General for England, when. the customary 
Knighthood was conferred upon him as a 
Law Officer of the Crown. He warmly ‘sup- 
ported the Wyndham Land Bill of 1 and 
continued to be as conspicuous in the House 
of Commons as in the Law Courts during the 
six years of his tenure of the office of Solici- 
tor-General. In December, 1905, he ceased to 
be Solicitor-General on the “:ll of the Balfour 
Government, but not before he had ea 
member of the English Privy Council. 


HOME RULE AGAIN, 


In 1911 the Home Rule struggle began 
again. Before the Parliament Act became 
law in August, 1911, Sir Edward had entered 
a protest from his place in the House of 
Commons that the passage of a Home Rule 
Bill under its terms would be ‘‘an act of 
pure force,” and declared that it ‘‘ would be 
resisted by force." A few weeks later the 


warning was repeated at the great demonstra- 
tion at Craigavon, where Ulster Unionists 
pledged themselves that under no circum- 
stances would they acknowledge a Home Rule 
Parliament, and appointed a Commission “'to 
take immediate steps, in consultation with 
Sir Edward Carson to frame and submit a 
Constitution for a Provisional Government 
for Ulster.” Extraordinary enthusiasm .was 
created by Carson's speech, in which he 
emphasised the necessity for preparation, and 
from that day he became the accredited 
leader of Ulster Unionism in Parliament and 
outside. At that time he might easily have 
become the leader of the Unionist Party in 
the House of Commons, but he preferred to 
continue the Home Rule fight. In September, 
1912, the first of a series of eleven great 
demonstrations was held in Enniskillen, and 
was addressed by Sir Edward Carson, the late 
Lord Birkenhead, and Lord Hugh Cecil. This 
series culminated on September 28th with 
the signing of the Covenant in the Ulster 
Hall, Belfast, Sir Edward was the first to 
sign the significant and historic document, 
closely followed by Lord Londonderry, the 
Moderator of the General Assembly, the 
Bishop of Down, and the Dean of Belfast. 
From that time Sir Edward Carson enjoyed 
the wholebearted allegiance of the Ulster 
Unionists, and had at the same time the 
fullest support of the Unionist Party in the 
House of Commons. 

In the early days of 1910 Sir Edward lost 
his wife. Abandoning all. his political 
and legal engagements, he lived for a time 
in retiremeat, until compelled to re-emerge 
in the forefront of politics. In 1914 he was 


married to Mis. Ruby Frewen, and 
they had one son. he Home Rule 
‘ Bill had meanwhile passed under the 


terms of the Parliament Act, and the issue 
was finally knit, In July he declared that 
in September he hoped to call together the 
Ulster Unionist Council, and said they would 
sit in their own Parliament, taking all 
necessary action by committees until they had 
completed all their arrangements for taking 
over the Government of Ulster themselves 
on the day that the Home Rule Bill was 
placed upon the Statute Book. A rumour 
that the Government had issued a warrant 
for his arrest led him to refer to the matter 
at Portrush, and to declare that .he would 
attend at any time or place for its execution. 


THE PROVISIONAL 
GOVERNMENT. 


On 9th July, 1914, the Provisional Govern- 
ment held its first meeting from which a state 
ment was issued setting forth the preamble 
to a Constitution of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, which claimed to hold the province In 
trust for the Constitution of the United 
Kingdom, and stating that the Provisional 
Government would cease to exist as soon as 
the people of Ulster were taken into their 
old position under the Crown. 

Meanwhile the war-clouds broke over 
Europe. Sir Edward Oarson crossed at 
once to Belfast and urged his followers, 
where qualified, to enlist in the Ulster 
Division. When the Coalition Government 
was formed in May. 1915, he was 
appointed Attorney-General, but six months 
later he. resigned in consequence of a 
disagreement on the Near East policy. In 
December, 1915, a new Ministry was formed, 
with Mr Lloyd George as Prime Minister, 
and in this Sir Edward Carson accepted the 
portfolio of First Lord of the Admiralty. 
Following a debate in the House of Commons, 
during which the Nationalist Party 
taunted Carson mercilessly. and then 
left the Chamber, Carson became a mem- 
ber of the "War Cabinet without portfolio. 
In January, 1918, Sir Edward resigned his 
membership of the War Cabinet, stating his 
belief that as his colleagues would be called 
upon to make grave decisiors on the govern- 
ment of Ireland his absence would be advan- 
tageous to his colleagues. 


LEADERSHIP . RESIGNED. 


At the general election of 1918 Carson was 
invited to stand as a candidate for the Dun- 
eairn Division of Belfast, and thus, after a 
period of twenty-six years, he ceased to 1e- 
present Dublin University. Sir Edward 
Carson visited Belfast often eóin" the en- 
suing years, and at a meeting at Holywood 
in 1919 he moved a resolution demanding the 
repeal of the Home Rule Act. The intro-

1920 was met with mingled feelings every- 
where, but, as amended, it passed and re- 
ceived the Royal assent, Sir Edward Carson 
and his party took no part in the divisions 
on the bill, but in Committee they mioved 
many amendments, which were accepted.

CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL 


TO THE EDITOR OF THR IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Owing to absence from home. I did 
not see Canon Chamberlain’s letter of October 
12 until now. I take it that the omission of 
Father Ronan’s customary title ia a printer's 
error. The Canon, in his courteous reference 
to my own remarks at the Mansion House, 
commends my, plea for: spiritual reunion, 
which is the grand issue, and my saying that 
if reunion came the problem of Christ Church 
would settle itself. He suggests that unity 
would be reached if the Roman Church -would 
return to the doctrinal position of the 
eleventh century, when the cathedral was 
founded, | 

If the Canon is prepared to recommend 
Protestants of the Church of Ireland to return 
to the eleventh century position, I would say 
that he goes farther towards reunion than 
even the good folk who spoke for his com- 
munion at Malines. Let all consider what 
we would find if we entered Christ Church 
nine centuries ago. There would be the 
Mass, celebrated in Latin by monks; invoca- 
tion of saints, prayers for the dead, and the 
whole Sacramental system of the Roman 
Church. The cathedral would he that of a 
diovese recently erected by the Pope. Will 
the Cayon accept these things? They would 
not be strange to us of the Roman allegiance. 
We would notice no difference across the een- 
turies—none ! 

What changes does the Canon ask of the 
Roman Church to bring it back to the 
eleventh century, where he declares himself 
(as I understand him) ready to meet us’ 

(1) Is the Roman Church to cancel its clari- 
fication of doctrine? Is it to fossilise the 
position of the eleventh century? The 
problems that required clarification would re- 
main; the decisions of later centuries could 
not be evaded. 

(2) Are new rites, such as Benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament, to be given up? The 
twentieth century Protestant may find objec- 
tions to them, but, surely, the eleventh cen- 
tury Christian would hail them with joy. 
(3) Ought Roman Canon Law and discip- 
line to he rejected in favour of the national 
customs which did duty when communication 
with the centre of Christian unity was diffi- 
cult? There may be a good case for dis- 
ciplinary changes, but it is not evident to a 
layman who surveys the conditions of the 
eleventh century, or those which exist to-day 
outside the Roman allegiance. 

If the Canon and his people will go back 
mentally to the eleventh century and accept 
the doctrines of that age, I think that the 
way to present unity will be clear to them. 
He has pointed to the first step. If the will 


all to patience and sacrifice, surely we would 
bring to an end this cruel division of four 
hundred years, so hurtful to those who should 
be brothers, and, surely, so displeasing to 
our Maker. He who takes the lead in ending 
it will be the grandest figure of the West 
since St. Patrick.—Yours, etc.,

THE BLIND IN IRELAND 


TO THE EVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In the course of a recent interview 
with a Press representative, it was stated in 
connection with the returns published by the 
Revenue Commissioners regarding the com- 
munication from the Irish Association for the 
Blind to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, as published in the Jrish Times 
of the 16th inst., that the 150 per cent. in- 
crease in the number of registered blind 
persons in the Free State since 1928 does not 
necessarily indicate increasing blindness, but 
is entirely due to the 1932 Act. It is also 
pointed out that the 1932 ..ct reduced the 
age limit from 50 to 30 years and, in addition, 
made important alterations in the standard of 
blindness essential to secure a blind pension. 
It was stated that the 6,581 Saorstat blind 
pensioners were not likely to be increased, as 
the number of blind persons benefiting under 
local authorities’ schemes for the blind has 
remained stationary over a long period of 
rears. : 

The Irish. Association for the Blind points 
out that the statement that the 1932 Act is 
responsible for the increase in the returns is 
not borne out by all the facts. It would te 
as inaccurate. to, suggest, that. the increase in 
persons 


Act. 

However, let us examine the statement 
more carefully. The alteration in the defini- 
tion of blindness undoubtedly accounts for 
part of the increase, as well as the reduction 
in the age limit from 50 to 30 years, but this 
latter point has been unduly stressed, as the 
number of blind persons over 50 years has 
always been considerably higher than those 
under that age. 

These points may be crystallised by a few 
compatative figures which will show that the 
statistics published by the Revenue Commis- 
sioners require more detailed examination. — 

Delian the enactment. of the Blind Persons 
Act the number of blind persons in England 
and Wales in 1919 was 25,840. In 1935, not- 
withstanding that there has been no altera- 
tion in the definition of blindness in Great 
Britain (except, that it is being more rigidly 
administered) and the age of 0 for the 
pension is still 50-years, the number has risen 
to almost 65,000, not including _ blinded 
soldiers and sailors. - 

How would these increases be explained? 
lt will be apparent, I think, that we must 
probe more deeply for a satisfactory explana- 
tion, and, if the Department for Local Govern- 
ment and. Public Health could be galvanised 
into taking the necessary we to set up a 
committee of inquiry, some light might be 
shed on this important aspect of our Fa 

With regard to the returns that there are 
6,581 blind pensioners in the Saorstat in 
1935, and the suggestion that this being the 
peak figure and not likely to increase, it is 
clear that the fature reduction of the age 
limit for the blind. pension has not been 
taken into account in estimating future 
statistics. In fact, an almost identical state- 
ment was made by a high official of the Local 
Government Board for Ireland when giving 
evidence before the Departmental Committee 
on the Welfare of the Blind twenty years ago, 
but the figures just published are a complete 
refutation of that claim. 

With regard to the statement that thera 
has been no change in the number of blind 

ersons wlio are Chine given relief by local 
fodies for a long period of years, perhaps the 
Department could ‘explain the following 
figures :'— : 

In 1930 the number of registered blind 

rsons in the County Borough of Cork was 
bs. In 1931 there were 80. In 1932 there 
were 86. In 1933 there were 104. In 194 
there were 137, and in 1935 138. 

However, the Association is not, concerned 
at the moment with the total number of blind 
pensioners, but rather with the vitally im- 
portant question as to how many blind per 
sons there are of all ages in the Saorstat, and 
it. is for this reason we have urged upon the 
Minister for gp ete and Commerce that 
such information should be made available in 
the forthcoming census for 1936.—Yours, etc.,

THE ROYAL WEDDING 


Hunting this season has received a fillip; 
for we must not overlook the fact that 
Royalty is espousing a brid’ who not alone 
comes of great hunting stock (the House of 
Buccleuch), but is also a noted rider to 
hounds. Jt even transpires that the Duke of 
Gloucester and his bride are to spend most 
of their honeymoon in the hunting field. Lady 
Alice Scott is the first bride to ally with the 
Houss of Windsor who has been definitely 
associated with hunting, and she will set an 
example to numbers of young society folk. 
Until her advent into the Royal Family hunt- 
ing was left to the Princess Royal among the 
women folk. We must remember, too, that 
this Royal marriage is going to benefit us here 
in Ireland—indirectly, perhaps—but, _ still, 
anything which creates an increased interest 
in hunting in England always creates a 
demand for Jrish hunters. I hope | shall not 
be considered anti-national if 1 express regret 
that this great sporting pair—the Duke of 
Gloucester and his bride—are not visiting the 
Free State. as well as Northern Ireland, after 
their marriage. No matter how loyal Ulster 
may be, they have no great hunts there—if we 
except the County Down Stag Hunt—such as 
we have in Southern Ireland. 

Here we have in the Irish country banks 
and stone walls and open ditches, which prove 
such a variety to the English sportsman 
accustomed to fly fences. I do not for a 
moment wish to appear unmindful of the 


glamour of the English hunting field 
and its unrivalled tradition; but  sports- 
men and women intent on sport for 


sport’s sake can find a better day’s sport 
here in Ireland with any of the big hunts 
than anywhere else. In Ireland you can 
hunt cheaply, for subscriptions are very 
much lower than in England, and even 
though each hunt has its own cap money, I 
believe that is also on a lower basis. 

Until now barbed wire was an exceptional 
experience here, but, while it is comin 
into the picture, you can always cut it an 
rely on a wire fund, the like of which pre- 
vails in England, to repair the damage. 


‘QUESTION OF ATTIRE 


Now, haps, I should switch on to an 
aspect of hunting about which we have 
never heard anything before.

On this head it seems it is 
the men, and not the women, who are the 
offenders, Hunting is the one #port about 
which i in the matter of garb 
clings relentlessly. 

Inquiry among the business houses that 
specialise in greg} requirements elicited 
the ime news thai business in hunting kit 
has brisker for the opening of this 
season than for le past. In its hey-day 
Dublin was able to turn out some of 
the best riding habits and kit in 
the world, In fact, many a famous 
old Meltomian was dresstd by Dublin, and, 
although I do not deny that I should 
very much like to possess a pair of breeches 
from Melton Mowbray, they can be made 
quite as well here. 

Some recently-raade habits are, by the way, 


the back of the coat. They are slit at side 
seams, and cut away sharply in front. The 
older woman still gives allegiance to the 
shaped coat in its classic minister grey. 
Needless to say, this cut is well adapted to 
the full-chested, broad-hipped figure of the 
seasoned sportswoman, and looks very smart. 
Skirts are now reduced to the irreducible 
minimum—they are just barely aprons, and in- 
stead of ordering a special breeches to match 
their habits ladies are just carrying on with an 
ordinary riding pair. In some cases where 
the younger women ride astride, when it is 
a case of hacking, they make the one number 
do with a habit, when hunting in the more 
dignified side-saddle style. 

Habit waistcoats are to be very attractive 
this season, and yellow is still favourite, with 
a nice quiet red, cross-bar pattern. Of course, 
no woman who hunts ever adopts any neck- 
wear but the white stock. Hacking you can 
wear what you like in the way of pull-on 
hats, or mE este to your heart’s content.

HE 57th annual Show of the British 
Dairy Farmers’ Association, opened 
to-day at the Royal Agricultural Hall, 

Islington, is less extensive than some of its 
predecessors, but its dhara. with 
exhibitors is reflected in the fact that the 
entry of 8,472 in the competitive section is 
the largest since the 1931 Show. There are 
ulmost the same number of cattle as a year 
ago, more poultry and big increases in the 
numbers of produce entries, while the entries 
for milking and butter tests are 664, whi 
is the second highest total since 1927. 

An increase of 30 entries in the butter 
tests is noted, with interest, as it appears 
that English creameries are at long last 
taking the field against their Irish com- 
petitors, who for many years .past have had 
matters very much their own way.

A record amount of space is allotted for 
non-competitive produce, and among the

| who dominated both the Irish and the 


English Bars. He figured in nearly every 
cause célébre for a generation, and his 
influence over juries was almost uncanny. 
The classic example of his brilliance was 
his cross-examination of Oscar Wilde, 
with whom he had been a student in 
Trinity College. The records of the 
British Bar contain no finer specimen of 
legal brilliance than that dramatic duel 
between the man who at that time was the 
acknowledged leader of fin de siécle intel- 
lectualism, whose plays had brought 
London to his feet, and the somewhat 
uticouth Irish barrister, who in the end 
encompassed Wilde’s downfall. If he had 
been nothing but a lawyer, Lord Carson, 
undoubtedly, would have become Lord 
Chancellor of England—an honour which 
fell afterwards to the lot of his political 
henchman, the late Lord Birkenhead ; 
but, in common with most of the leading 
barristers of his day, he took to politics— 
a sphere in which he found ample scope 
for his remarkable talents as an orator 
and an organiser. He identified himself 
wholeheartedly with the Unionist Party in 
its opposition to Home Rule for Ireland, 
was responsible for the organisation of 
North-East UJster in its determined cam- 
paign against the Home Rule Bill that 
was introduced in the House of Commons 
by the Asquith Government, and, finally, 


Volunteers—that body of resolute and 
well-armed men whose activities brought 
the United Kingdom to the brink of civil 
war. But for the outbreak of the World 
War, in 1914, no man can tell what would 


'| have happened in Ireland; and, for weal 


or for woe, Edward Carson was the man 
who, almost single-handed, brought all the 
well-laid schemes of Asquith and Redmond 
to naught. ná 

History will determine Carson’s place 
in Irish affairs with an objectivity which 
is impossible to-day. Nobody can deny 
that he was a man of outstanding ability, 
of absolute integrity, and of singleness of 
purpose. He threw himself into the 
struggle against Home Rule with. intense 
fervour, infecting all those who worked 
beside him with his own enthusiasm. He 
felt his cause to be right; he led his people 
almost as a crusader, and his bitterest 
enemy never could accuse him of any kind 
of “self -seeking. On the contrary, indeed, 
his political activities kept him from the 
Woolsack, and his appointment as a Law 
Lord hardly could be considered an ade- 
quate reward for his unstinted work for 
the British Empire. In the light of sub- 
sequent events, however, there can be little 
doubt that Lord Cdarson’s campaign 
against Home Rule proved to have been 
a disservice to the cause to which he was 
so passionately loyal. When he decided 
to arm the Ulster Volunteers, and when 
his lieutenants ran their guns in such 
spectacular manner on the Antrim coast, 
he hardly could have anticipated that his 
example would be followed very sbkortly by 
the political extremists in the South. He 
had hoped to keep Ireland in the British 
Empire—indeed, within the United King- 
dom, end to use force, if necessary, in 
pursuit of his ideal. The men who took 
their cue from him in the South were 
equally determined to remove Ireland 
from the Empire, and to use their guns 
against the British authorities. In the 
event, a wretched compromise was 
achieved. Ireland ran red with blood for 
two or three years, the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
was signed, and partition became an ac- 
complished fact. We do not believe that 
Edward Carson ever desired partition ; 
yet he remains as its supreme architect. 
He defied the law in the North in order 
to strengthen the imperial bond ; similar 
methods were employed in the South with 
precisely opposite aims, and the results 
are all too apparent to-day. It is idle 
now to speculate on what might have 
happened if the Covenant 1 :ver had been 
signed, and if the “Fanny ” never had 
landed her cargo of arms at Larne. 
Events have outstripped the efforts of 
those who tried to shape them, and we, 
who are the heirs of our forerunners’ 


‘folly, must take its consequences. This 


much, however, can be said of the man 
whom North-East Ulster mourns to-day. 
He was a great Irishman. He loved his 


country, and he gave the best that was in

Lord Carson 


Many members of the House of Com- 
mions expressed sorrow and regret in the 
Lobby this afternoon at the passing of 
Lord Carson ; for there still are those who 
wemember him in the days when he put 


its people. In recent years he has been 
seen but little in public life, though it 1s 
not so very long ago that he made an ap- 
pearance in the House of Lords, when 
there was a discussion on the Irish situa- 
tion by the.Irish Free State Government 
of the right of appeal to the Privy Council. 
On that occasion he made an impassioned 
appeal for the Irish loyalists, attacking the 
Conservative Party for their betrayal, 
saying that he failed to understand why 
the party was still called the Unionist 
Party, unless it was to remind people that 
they were a party to the betrayal of the 
Union. His bold stand and fervid de- 
clamation on that occasion were recalled 
to-day by some of his many admirers. 


Election Broadcasts

The news of the death of Lord Carson 
spread quickly in Belfast and the North 
of Ireland, and there is general mourning 
at the passing of a great political leader 
and friend of the Northern province. 

It was apparently Lord Carson’s wish 
that his last resting place should be in 
the Ulster capital, and arrangements are 
being made whereby he will be interred 
within the walls of St. Anne’s Cathedral, 
Belfast. 

Commander R. P. Pim, representing the 
Northern Ireland Minister of Home 
Affairs, crossed from Belfast to Cleeve 
Court this evening in. connection with the 
arrangements for the funeral. 

Presenting the bill in the Northern

Arte a holiday of just over three 
months, the Dail will resume its 
sittings on Wednesday next. While there 
is no indication of any new legislation of 
outstanding importance, the session may 
mark a very important change in the 
system of government in the Free: State. 
In view of the fact that the bill for the 
abolition of the Senate. will have com- 
' pleted on 25th of next month the period 
of eighteen months for which it has been 
held up, and that, if the Government so 
wish, it may be in operation within sixty 
days from that date, the situation is that 
the country may be under a single-chamber 
Parliament by the 1st of February next. 

This is, of course, assuming that the 
Government decide to send the bill to the 
Senate immediately after the 25th No- 
vember, and that the Senate again refuses 
to. pass it. - But, if the bill goes to the 
Senate as suggested, and if the Senate 
should unexpectedly pass it, then it would 
become law immediately, and the Second 
Chamber could be dissolved even before 
the end of the present year, Everything 
in connection with this matter depends 
upon the will of the Government, and 
there has been no suggestion of any de- 
parture from the policy enunciated by the 
President when the bill was going through 
both Houses. 


THE CONSTITUTION 


With the Senate out of the way there 
would be comparatively little difficulty in 
getting through the Dail the further 
amendments to the Constitution which the 
President indicated during the year. One 
of these, it it unders , is to remove 
from the Constitution the name of the 
King and his representative, the Governor- 
General. 

Members of the Oireachtas hardly 
realise the imminence and far-reaching 
effects of these drastic changes. Sixty 
members of the Senate and the staff of 


disbanded. The Dail will be the sole legis- 
lative assembly. The Governor-General 
will have ceased to exist after a period 
of office now lasting just three years. He 
was appointed on 27th November, 1932. 
What will take the place of the Governor- 
General is, of course, not known; but, no 
doubt, the President will put in operation 
the scheme which he has already adum- 
brated of ‘‘assimilating’’ the office with 
that of a President of a Republic. 

Apart from these events, the ordinary 
legislation is very humdrum. The Condi- 
tions of Employment Bill and the Courts 
of Justice Bill are the biggest items which 
remain over from the last session. Both 
will oceupy a good deal of time, inasmuch 
as there will be large batches of amend- 
ments for the Committee and Report 
stages. The Insurance Bill, about which 
there is a good deal of. mystery, has not 
yet been circulated. Neither has the 
Labourers Bill, which, it is understood, 
is intended to implement the findings of 
the Committee which reported on the 
desirability of enabling labourers to 
purchase their homes. There is a new 
bill dealing with the position of local 
government (dissolved) bddies, and the 
Cork Fever Hospital Bill ig still ‘in- 
completed. | 

No date has been fixed for a meeting of 
Senate, as at present there is no 
business ready for it.

IDEALISM 


I find it impossible to take this view. 
The League is the product of a great out- 
burst of idealism. Accordingly, 
for the League to be truly successful, not 
only are ideal principles needed for em- 
bodiment in its schemes, but ideal peoples 
are required if its principles are to be put 
successfully into practice. 

‘The failure of its good intentions is 
not the fault of the League any more than 
it is the fault of Christ's Gospel that the 
nations which call themselves Christian do 
not all behave in a Christian way. The 
credit of the League depends upon the 
nations which have to implement its pro- 
visions. It is essential that the ideal 
should be proclaimed first. It can only 
gradually be translated into the real in 
face of the unruly wills and affections of 
sinful men. Time, and plenty of it, is 
essential if so tremendous an effort after 
international moral self-discipline is to 
ee along the lines originally laid 

own.” 


A SOVEREIGN STATE 


Having dealt with the aims of the 
League he said that to apply pressure 
other than moral upon a sovereign State 
was an entirely different thing to the 
matter of an individual where the State 
can reguire his obedience by irresistible 
pressures. I cannot help thinking that 
this essential difference was overlooked or 
minimised by those who drew up these 
portions of the Covenant which, at the 
— moment, are in process of 

‘ing applied to the _ recalcitrant 
sovereign State of Italy. It is perfectly 
plain that the nations generally, when 
they agreed to the Covenant had not 


where their obligations would carry them 
when it came to the applying of pressure 
or economic sanctions (which are hardly 
to be distinguished from force) to a 
powerful neighbouring nation otherwise, 
perhaps, friendly. 

‘‘ Theoretically it is the case that an 
offending nation has offended the League 
at large, and that the League as a whole 
proceeds against it. But what do we see 
cannot lose their 
identity behind the League in acting as 
its policeman, and so we have what 
amounts to a conflict between Britain and 
Italy, with the other nations taking their 
part at a greater or less distance. 


WEAKNESSES 


“If anything is likely to lead to the 
breakdown of the League it is such a 
situation as that. We cannot blame Great 
Britain for the part she has taken—what 
else could she do in face of public wrong 
having pledged herself to the Covenant! 
That she will continue to allow herself 
to be placed in such a position again I 
cannot believe. For what do we see? (1) 
The essence of the League’s moral strength 
is that all the nations should belong, 
and yet America, Germany and Japan are 
outside the League ; (2) There is a totally 
unfair distribution of the burden, moral 
and material, as between the various 
Powers engaged as members of the 
League in applying economic pressure. 
The nations only commit themselves in so 
far as it pleases them. The onus in both 
senses of the word falls on, or has been 
taken up by, Britain, and this will not 
be forgotten against her. (5) There is an 
unedifying element of bargaining involved 
as one nation asks, ‘What will be done, 
if I come in, to help me when my diffi- 
culties arise?’ and another asks, ' How 
am I to be compensated for the loss of 
my trade with the offending nation?’ 
This puts the relations of friendly 
members of the League on an entirely 
wrong footing. 


FREE STATE VIEW 


“1 think that we are all thankful that 
the Irish Free State resisted quite defi- 
nitely any tendency towards bargaining. 
(4) The creation of fifty disputes instead 
of one. What is sought is the earliest 
possible ending of a war which should 
never have begun and the limitation of 
its range to the smallest area. Yes; but 
to do this nations which have no interest 
in the particular quarrel are brought— 
even pressed—into it,. according as 
sanctions, with the inevitably accompany- 
ing ill-will, are organised against the 
offender.

FOREIGN SECRETARY’S 
STATEMENT 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. - 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 


Sir Samuel Hoare, at the outset, paid 
a high tribute to the efforts of the late 
Mr. Arthur Henderson in the cause ol 

eace. Proceeding to speak of what had 
1appened during the recess; he said that 
seldom could there have been a period 
which in normal times should be devoted 
to rest and recreation, so fully charged 
with urgent, unpleasant, aid even 
dangerous, issues. But whilst events had 
been moving with great speed, and\ new 
problems had been thrust upon them, it 
was important to point out that the policy 
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of the Government, and indeed of the 
country as a whole, had remained un- 
changed, During all these many moths 
past they had been trying, day after day, 
on the one hand, to make their position 
clear, and, on the other, to uphold the 
League of Nations in the greatest trial 
with which it had yet been faced. There 
had been many criticisms directed against 
the League, but never before had it shown 
such encouraging vitality. 
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It was obvious from the first that a 


| system of collective security would be very 
i aifhcult to work quickly, especially at the 


first serious attempt. The League could 
not be said to have failed until the pro- 


visions of. the Covenant had been effec- 


tively tried out. They were ‘at present 
engaged in trying them out, and, so far 
British Government was con- 
cerned, they had been earnestly and 
sincerely trying to make them succeed. 
They were doing so because they were con- 
vinced that if they failed the world at 
large, and Europe in particular, would 
be faced with a period of almost un- 
relieved danger and gloom. - The hope of 
a new and better world would have 
become more remote. Those were the 
reasons why they had been constantly try- 
ing to make the provisions of the 
Covenant succeed. No thought of imperial 
interest, save the natural concern 
a world-flung Empire must feel for the 
preservation of world-wide peace, had 
entered into their minds. 


BRITAIN’S PART AT GENEVA 


It was said in some quarters that the 
Government had taken more than their 
part in the discussions at Geneva. The 
myth was being sedulously created that 
they alone, and Mr. Eden in particular, 
were making proposals and taking the 
lead in the discussions. As to the last 
‘point, he did not believe that the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain and of the 
British Empire could take a secondary 
part in any great international discus- 
sion. Least of all had they ever regarded 
controversy as an opportunity for attack- 
ing Fascism. Countries: must settle for 
themselves their own form of government. 

Regarding the «allegations that the re- 
ES of Great Britain had 
elayed in warning Italy of the gravity of 
the step they were contemplating in rela- 
tion to Abyssinia, Sir Samuel Hoare said 
that the House might take it that from 
the very moment when this controversy 
started they had left the Italian Govern- 
ment in no doubt as to their aftitude. 


Critics of the League asked why 
the League went on talking whilst 
Signor Mussolini was acting. Looking 


back over the events of the summer, he 
was convinced that so long as conciliation 
was possible it was the duty of the League 
to endeavour to secure a settlement by 
means of conciliation. It was all very 
well to be wise after the event, but up to 
August last there was still the possibility 
of a peaceful settlement, which he thought 
the Italian Government was unwise to 
reject. Further, earlier in the summer 
collective support would not have been 
found for an ultimatum to Italy. 
It was surprising, however, how steadily 
the machinery of the League had moved 
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forward during the last few weeks. But 
the time had not yet come when any of 
them could hope to pass any final judg- 
ment as. to whether the League wás 
capable of achieving what it had set out 
to achieve. If the purposes of the 
Covenant were to be fulfilled all the mem- 
bers of the League must play their part. 
His Majesty’s Government were prepare 

to play their part to the full, but on the 
clear understanding that the part they 
played was a joint part, and that the 
risks and responsibilities incurred were 
accepted and shared by other members of 
the League. This was the first great occa- 
sion upon which the niost difficult provi- 
sions of the Covenant had been put to the 
test. Yet collective agreement had been 
reached, first upon the merits of the dis- 
pute, secondly upon the arms embargo, 
the withdrawal of credit, and, subject to 
the considered views of the various Govern- 
ments, upon certain methods of economic 
pressure. There were those who said that 
these measures would be futile and ineffec- 
tive and that they would lead inevitably 
to war. He disagreed with both those 
criticisms, and he believed that the steps 
taken, if effectively applied, would defi- 
nitely shorten the duration of the war. 


ENGLAND AND FRA NCE 


ut if action of this kind was taken, it 
must, to be effective, be really collective. 
Member States must take their. share of 
the risks. the inconveniences and the 
losses. and. in the second place, all mem- 
ber States must co-operate to resist an 
attack upon any one State for the action 
it had taken to defend the Covenant. It 
was on this account that communications 
had passed between the French and the 
British Governments. The French answer 
was the answer they felt sure it would 
be. Their answer had been completely 
satisfactory and the solidarity of the two 
countries had been established. In the 
event of an isolated attack, inconceivable 
though such madness might be, Great 
Britain and France and the rest of the 
Leacue stood together. 
QUESTION OF MILITARY 
SANCTIONS 
Passing to the question of so-called 
litarv sanctions, he said that this was 
delicate matter, and much harm had 
en done by ignorant talk on the subject. 
" ganctions, like economic 
“vections. could only be applied collect- 
and the British Government had 
nade it clear from the beginning that, 
hough they were prepared to take their 
share as a loyal member of the 
rue, they were only prepared to take 
their share in collective action. The word 
‘collective’? was the essence and soul of 
the League. Only by the essence could 
the League live, not by ringing bells or 
blowing whistles for policemen from out- 
side. They were not prepared, and did 
not intend, to act alone. Further, from 
the beginning of the present deliberations 
at Geneva there had been no discussions of 
military sanctions, and no such measures 
had formed any part of their policy. The 
action they were considering was not 
military, but economic. - The distinction 
was that between a boycott and a war, 
and he did not believe that anyone in 
Europe wanted a war. 


DANGEROUS TALK 


The League was a great instrument of 
peace. and critics should remember this 
fact when they said that we should close 
the Suez Canal and cut the Italian com- 
munications. If they were to do that 
alone, what became of collective action ? 


Military 
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It was dangerous and provocative to talk 
like that. There was already too much 
inflammable material lying about in 
Europe. No wise man would wish to 
throw a spark into it by threats that could 
not be collectively carried out, or, if they 
were carried out, would turn the 
Abyssinian dis@ate into a European war. 

The purpose of the economic pressure 
now proposed was not to expand, but to 
limit. the war, not to extend its duration, 
but to shorten it. He hoped it would yet 
be possible to arrive at. an honourable 
settlement within the framework of the 
Li igue.

VIDENCE of the alleged persecution of 
3 a Tyrone family was given at Omagh 
Quarter Sessions to-day before Acting 
County Court Judge McKean, when Peter 
Morris, Cornavarra, was awarded £40 for the 
malicious burning of an unoccupied cottage 
on his lands. A claim by Morris and his 
wife for £200 each for personal injuries was 
dismissed. 

Captain Fyffe, solicitor for the applicants, 
stated that on the night of the King's 
Jubilee, in May last, when. children, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Morris, set some rubbish 
alight on the roadside, a Michael Gallagher, a 
well-known Republican in the district, came 
along and objected, and assaulted Mrs. Morris. 
Gallagher, at the Petty Sessions, was sen- 
tenced to a term of imprisonment, the case 
having been brought by the police. 

Prior to the Court, at which he was con- 
victed, the Morris family was visited by 


several neighbours and urged not to give 
evidence. On the day previous to. the Petty 
Sessions four men called at Morris's house and 
said that they were sent from I.R.A. head- 
quarters. They told the Morris s not to go 
to Court to give evidence against Gallagher, 
as he was a Republican leader. One of the 


men said if Gallagher was sent to jail it 
would be worse for the Morris’s. After the 
Petty Sessions, children in the district refused 
to speak to the Morris children, and cattle 
belonging to Morris were taken off his farm, 
and found miles away. 


COTTAGE IN FLAMES 


On the morning of August 26 the cottage 
was discovered in flames. - 

In regard to claims for personal injuries, 
the evidence was to the effect that on the 
morning of September 8, at 4.30 o'clock, the 
Morris family were awakened by knocks at 
the door. Mrs. Morris, on looking out, saw a 
number of men on the street, and in reply to 
her query as to who was there one of them 
replied that they were members of the I.R.A. 
The men were masked, and she heard one of 
them asking another for petrol. i 
Mrs. Morris said that she endeavoured to 
escape through a back window, but was 
ordered back by a man armed with a revolver. 
Then she opened the door, and eight men 
entered the house, where they remained until 
about 9 o'clock, Her husband and herself 
were then told to get dressed, as they were 
about to be taken away. 


CHAINED TO RAILINGS 


While they were dressing they were covered 
with flash lamps and revolvers. They were 
later bundled into a motor car and chained. 
The car was driven to Dooish ‘Chapel, near 
Drumquin, where they were chained to the 
railings, and placards. bearing the words 
“Traitors and spies’ were placed on them. 
They were released by some people after a 
short time. 
Mrs. Morris stated that she was still suffer- 
ing, from loss of memory and could not sleep.
